ROMULUS, Mich. — The captain 
of a DC-9 that collided in fog with 
another jetliner on an airport run- 
way, killing eight people, returned to 
the cockpit only last week from a five- 
year medical leave, officials said 
Tuesday. 

Investigators were trying to deter- 
mine whether the Northwest Airlines 
captain, William Lovelace, or his first 
officer, James F. Schifferns, was at 
the controls Monday when it ran into 
a Boeing 727 racing for takeoff at De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport. 

Schifferns, who spent 20 years in 
the Air Force, was hired by North- 
west in March, his first job in com- 
mercial aviation. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board investigators said they were 
looking at such factors as human er- 
ror, weather and equipment as possi- 
ble causes of the accident. 

A fireball fed by fuel burned away 
the top of the Pittsburgh-bound DC-9 
after the right wingtip of the North- 
west 727 tore open the DC-9’s fuse- 
lage and dislodged an engine. 

Noxious fumes killed six men and 
two women among the 48 people 
aboard the DC-9, said Wayne County 
Chief Medical Examiner Bader 
Cassin. Seven people remained hospi- 
talized, two of them in critical condi- 
tion. 

1.C. Payne, a passenger on the DC- 
9, said he ecouldn’t see much out his 
window and just remembers a piece of 
shrapnel striking him on the head. 

“It nearly’ knocked me out of my 
seat,” said Payne, a quality inspector 
for General Hlectric based in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. “The first thing I did was 
reach up to see if all my head was still 
on. Then I heard someone in the front 
of the plane yell out that the engine 
just blew.”

Librarians combat book delinquency inthe HBLL

Paperback fantasies, religion books and 
Bibles often never make it back to their shelf- 


home in the Harold B. Lee Library. 


In just the past two years, almost $6,000 
worth of library books were checked out and 
never returned, according to library files. 

As of Nov. 1, the circulation hold files showed 
148 students have not returned 209 books with 
due dates from late 1988 to June 1990. Twenty- 
two percent of those students are responsible 


for more than one delinquent book.

Merchants criticize police 
for response to Miami riot

MIAMI — Merchants criticized po- 
lice response as they angrily cleaned 
up Tuesday from a night of looting 
and fires triggered by the acquittal of 
six police officers in the fatal beating 
of a Puerto Rican drug dealer. 

Fire officials estimated the fire 
damage alone at $2.9 million. 

Police Chief Perry Anderson said 
police could have moved in earlier. 
But he defended his department, say- 
ing there were no deaths or violent 
clashes with police. 

Mayor Xavier Suarez met with 
leaders in the largely Puerto Rican 
Wynwood community to look into rea- 
sons for the rioting, which police and 
city officials admitted caught them by 
surprise. 

Merchants complained that police 
took too long to move in Monday night 
after hundreds of youths swarmed 


through usually tranquil streets, loot- 
ing stores and burning down busi- 
nesses. 

The riot followed acquittal of six 
police officers accused of beating to 
death Leonardo Mercado, a Puerto 
Rican-born cocaine dealer. 

“The police knew it was going to 
happen and they just sat back and did 
nothing, absolutely nothing,” said 
Richard Munoz, who owns Los His- 
panos Supermarket. Munoz said his 
small grocery store was not damaged 
because he scared off the looters. 

“T spent all night armed and on the 
roof,” Munoz said. 

Other merchants were busy sweep- 
ing up broken glass and cleaning soot. 

Police estimate about 300 people 
were involved in the rioting. From 10 
to 15 people were arrested on charges 
of disorderly conduct and inciting to 
riot, said George Law, a police 
spokesman.

Eventually, all of the missing books will be 
recovered, said Cardon, although only about 10 
percent are actually returned. Students pay for 
most of the others. A special collection file 


keeps track of students who graduate before 
being placed on financial hold. 

Two weeks after The Daily Universe con- 
ducted the survey of library files, 10 files, or 6.76 
percent, had been removed because the student 
returned the book or paid for it. 

When a book is paid for, collection librarians 
decide whether to replace the book, withdraw it 
or replace it with a different book. 

Cardon said the most common excuse from 
overdue book holders is, “But I already re- 
turned the book.” The library staff has looked 
for the book at least three times before placing

Bush rejects suggestion 
to give sanctions a year

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay — President Bush on 
Tuesday rejected recommendations from former Pen- 
tagon chiefs to give sanctions against Iraq at least a year 
to work. A Uruguayan leader urged Bush to have “in- 
finite patience” before resorting to military force. 

Bush, on the second day of a salute-to-democracy tour 
across South America, said he was not convinced “sanc- 
tions alone would bring (Iraq’s Saddam Hussein) to his 
senses.” 

Oil prices driven up by the gulf crisis have devastated 
many countries economies, he said, 
vowing, “This is not going to go on 
forever.” 

“And yet you never flinched, your 
country never flinched, you never 
wavered in support of these U.N. 
sanctions,” Bush, the first American 
president to visit Uruguay since 
Lyndon Johnson in 1967, told the 
lawmakers. 

Back in Washington, House 
Democrats voted 177-37 in caucus 
for a non-binding resolution telling 
Bush he must first get permission 


from Congress before sending 
troops into battle. 
Former Defense Secretary 


Robert S. McNamara added his voice to the witnesses 
before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee urging 
caution in the U.S.-led effort to force Iraq to relinquish 
its hold on Kuwait. “Who can doubt that a year of 
blockade will be cheaper than a week of war?” asked 
McNamara, who led the military buildup in Vietnam. 

Even in Montevideo, restraint was urged upon Bush. 
Uruguay’s vice president exhorted Bush to exercise 
“infinite patience in making a judgment” in the gulf 
crisis.

“Tf the decision is for war, perhaps we will not justify 
it but we will certainly understand it,” said Gonzalo 
Aguirre in introducing Bush to the Uruguay’s Con- 
gress. Several leftist deputies and senators boycotted 
the speech and 400 demonstrators protested outside. 

Bush, at an earlier news conference with President 
Luis Alberto Lacalle, said Saddam “has not gotten the 
message” so far that he must withdraw from Kuwait or 
he will be forced out. 

The United Nations resolution authorizing force 
against Iraq unless it withdraws from Kuwait by Jan. 15 | 
was “loud and clear,” Bush said. “But I don’t think 
Saddam Hussein yet understands 
that. 

“The best hope for peace is for him 
to understand that all means neces- 
sary to fulfill these resolutions will be 
used against him,” Bush said. 

The House Democrats’ resolution 
states that he must get congressional 
permission before taking offensive 
action in the gulf “except to protect 
American lives from imminent en- 
dangerment.” 

McNamara testified that Bush 
should not act “without the approval 
of the American people expressed by 
the approval of the Congress.” 

A Republican ‘senator, Larry 
Pressler of South Dakota, concurred, saying, “If we 
start having body bags come back, we will have a very 
serious revolt in terms of public opinion.” 

“We have time. I don’t see any hurry,” said Sen. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, D-N.Y. “Either (Saddam) 
gets out, or he gets thrown out, blown out.” 

Bush endorsed remarks Sunday by Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III, who said the United States would 
not attack Iraq if it withdrew from Kuwait and complied 
with all U.N. peacemaking resolutions.

U.S., Canada criticized for crash probe 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. and Canadian governments bungled the 
probe of a crash that killed 256 American servicemen and may be concealing a 
possible terrorist connection, a congressional panel was told Tuesday. 

Rep. Robin Tallon, D-S.C., told the House Judiciary subcommittee on crime 
that federal agencies appear to be’guilty of “ineptness or the best-contrived 
cover-up ... ever” in the Dec. 12, 1985, crash in Gander, Newfoundland. 

The DC-8 carrying U.S. peacekeeping troops home from the Middle East 
crashed less than 30 seconds after takeoff. 

“Incredibly, no U.S. government agency, or at least none with official 
responsibility, demonstrated any determination to find out just what caused 
the crash,” said subcommittee Chairman William Hughes, D-N.J. 

“The National Transportation Safety Board, and other agencies of the U.S. 
government, chose to sit back and watch as the Canadian efforts became 
embroiled in controversy,” Hughes said. 

The Canadian investigation attributed the probable cause of the crash to ice 
on the wings of the chartered military jet. 

A subcommittee staff report that formed the basis for Tuesday’s hearing 
said there was no evidence that either the United States or Canada had 
seriously investigated possible terrorism. 

Eyewitnesses say they saw a bright orange object in the sky at the time of 
the crash, suggesting the plane was on fire. o 


School counsels kids of Utahns in gulf 


HILL AIR FORCE BASE, Utah — Counseling for children of military 
parents sent to the Persian Gulf is being made available at Hill Field Elemen- 
tary School. 

Heather Sather, Davis School District director of family therapy, and Pat 
McKay, principal at the school, nine weeks ago devised Desert Shield Group 
Counseling, a pilot program for students with military parents in the gulf. 

About 80 children participate in the program, which is partially funded by 
the district’s special education budget. 

“We want these kids to feel like they are not powerless in their lives,” Sather 
said. “Sometimes with the father gone, kids get a little clingy or restless. 
These kids don’t know what Saudi Arabia is like.” 

Sather, McKay and approximately 10 social workers, their services donated 
by area agencies, work with the base Family Support Center and meet with 
groups of eight to 10 children one night a week. 

They follow a program written by Sather. 


Gorbachev will increase food imports 


MOSCOW — President Mikhail S. Gorbachev said Tuesday he will crack 
down on black marketeering and boost food imports to feed the nation this 
winter, and he wants people to plant their own gardens to raise food next year. 

“Nural and urban residents should be free to pursue agriculture,” Gor- 
bachev told the Supreme Soviet legislature, which has demanded urgent steps 
to ease the food crisis. 

Gorbachev also outlined proposed changes in the government, including the 
creation of a vice presidency and a Security Council. They also would stream- 
line the Cabinet and strengthen the Federation Council, which includes repre- 
sentatives of the republics. 

Those changes require constitutional amendments, and the Supreme Soviet 
legislature voted 281-17 to recommend that the charter be amended when the 
larger Congress of Peoples’ Deputies convenes on Dee. 17. 

“A lot of questions remain,” said Fyodor Burlatsky, a reformer. “The 
president explained some general ideas, but we don’t know the real functions 
for the new institutions.” During the first three months of 1991, he said the 
government would spend about $1.2 billion on food.

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — A group of Czechoslovak soldiers mailed 
themselves packages of explosives they stole from a military warehouse,

FRANKFURT, Germany — Experts in the former East Germany devel- 
oped a doping nasal spray before the 1988 Olympics that was virtually unde- 
* tectable, a leading swimmer alleged Tuesday. 
Raik Hannemann, who on Monday admitted taking performance-enhancing 
* drugs, said the spray had the same effect as anabolic steroids, and traces of its 
use would disappear after three days. 

Hannemann and other athletes on Tuesday accused former East German 
sports chiefs of developing a perfect, systematic doping program and of 
offering hard currency as an incentive for taking drugs. 

Meanwhile, the magazine Stern said East German experts conducted exper- 
iments on athletes with drugs designed to improve their performances by 
influencing their nervous systems. 

The growing doping scandal is shaking sports in united Germany and 
threatening to cut off support from wealthy corporate sponsors.

But the judge’s decision Tuesday 
chided CNN for first fighting to tele- 
vise the tapes, then reversing its posi- 
tion to keep them from being used by 
other news organizations. The judge 
also dismissed CNN’s contention that 
it owned the contents of the tapes.

Admissions 
to consider 
seminary 
attendance

A new criterion in the 1991 BYU 
admission policy gives attendance 
in The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints’ seminary pro- 
gram more emphasis for incoming 
freshmen. 

“Seminary attendance is not re- 
quired for admission to BYU, but 
the number of years of seminary 
completed will be an added factor 
in admission consideration,” said 
BYU’s President Rex E. Lee in an 
October memoranduni. 

“BYU strongly encourages 
graduation from seminary, but the 
added factor is based on year-by- 
year attendance and not on semi- 
nary graduation or seminary 
grades,” President Lee said in the 
memo. 

Jeffery M. Tanner, associate 
dean of admissions and records, 
said, “BYU recognized that for 
many (high school) students, in or- 
der for them to participate in the 
seminary program, they had to 
give up a class period out of the 
normal school day. 

“The feeling was that there was a 
slight disadvantage because they 
couldn’t take the same numbers of 
college preparatory subjects and 
still participate in seminary,” Tan- 
ner said. 

He said BYU’s high school rela- 
tions personnel spoke with high 
school students, and they decided 
seminary attendance should be 
considered a college preparatory 
subject. | Students were asking, 
“Should I take seminary or alge- 
bra?” he said. 

From this, Tanner said it became 
apparent that BYU needed to place 
a greater emphasis on seminary 
participation. 

Clarence Schramm, administra- 
tive assistance to religious educa- 
tion in the LDS Church Office 
Building, said, referring to the ad- 
dition of seminary in BY U’s appli- 
cation, “It isa re-emphasis that the 
brethren have raised regarding the 
importance of seminary. 

“We (the seminary education 
leaders) feel good about what 
BYU’s administration is tying to 
do,” Schramm said. 

However, Schramm said he does 
not feel the addition will make a 
profound difference in high school 
seminary attendance. 

Tanner said, “BYU simply 
treats seminary just like a basic 
college preparatory subject.”

community. As I left the theater, I 
was disturbed by a comment I over- 
heard a young woman make to her 
friend. She commented that she will 
never attend a church with a 
preacher. 

I sincerely hope this comment does 
not reflect the message she got from 
the play. 

Child sexual abuse is a crime that 
knows no barriers. It happens in 
families from every social, ethnic, 
economic and religious group, among 
both genders, and among every adult 
age group. Children are always the 
innocent victims. Very few cases of 
child sexual abuse ever get reported. 
Most victims are afraid to tell some- 
one what is happening to them. Many 
children who do tell are not believed. 
Some children are even blamed or 
told they should have been able to 
stop the abuse from happening. It is 
time for us to open our eyes to these 
crimes against children and help, pro- 
tect these innocent young lives from 
abuse. 

I am a survivor of child sexual 
abuse. I have spent the better part of 
the last two years in therapy to over- 
come the effects sexual abuse had on 
my life. I have also been learning how 
to put my life back together and to 
build a better future for myself and 
for all the children I may be fortunate 
enough to help. 

Many victims are not as lucky as I 
was; help does not come in time to 
save them. For students, their 
spouses and their children, help is 
available on campus as well as in the 
community. Professional counselors 
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can be found at the Counseling and 
Development Center in the basement 
of the Spencer W. Kimball Tower. If 
you have been abused, if you are be- 
ing abused. or if you are abusing an- 
other person, I urge you to get the 
professional help you need before it is 
too late. 

Child sexual abuse is not an easy 
subject to talk about; but for the sake 
of our children, we must talk about it. 
We must become educated, and we 
must get actively involved in protect- 
ing the innocence of children. To all 
who were involved in the production 
of “Blessing,” may I express my 
heart-felt appreciation for your ten- 
der and sensitive approach to this dif- 
ficult subject. 

It is a message we need to hear, no 
matter how difficult it may be to hear 
it.

The session begins with relaxation 
and: breathing exercises. Then it 
moves on to articulation, flexibility, 
strengthening and coordination exer- 
cises and ends with exercises in inter- 
pretation. The entire session usually 
takes one hour. 

Shumway said dance therapy has 
retaught her to use muscles cor- 
rectly. “Everything we do in life is an 
art form; either we do it well or incor- 
rectly.” 

A lot of times we don’t realize we 
are carrying so much tension, but it 
exhausts us and limits our energy. 

“Dance therapy teaches you to 
move your muscles correctly and put 
them into a proper position. It auto- 
matically releases an_ incredible 
amount of tension,” she said. 

Torino said dance therapy is not the 
same as recreational therapy. Recre- 
ational therapy uses dance in the form 
of pre-set routines for enjoyment, 
whereas dance therapy, in addition to 
enjoyment, allows clients to create 
their own dances. 

She said it also has a way of reach- 
ing the subconscious in a way that 
verbal therapy is not always capable 
of. 

“Words can lie, but movement 
doesn’t lie,” she said. 

Weaver said she knew she had feel- 
ings she couldn’t always express, and 
dance therapy had helped her body 
express what she feels inside. 

Stuart King, a staff physiatrist in 
the rehabilitation center at the Utah 
Valley Regional Medical Center, said 
although the medical field has used 
physical means to treat emotional 


problems for a long time, the idea of | 


dance as therapy is relatively new. 

Torino said dance is actually an an- 
cient healing art. But even with this 
historical background, there are only 
two or three certified dance thera- 
pists in Utah. 

She said they want to help the pub- 
lic realize the healing effect of dance. 
“The body in movement is amazing.” 

She said they want to help people 
learn to take control of their bodies, 
not be controlled by them.

Coach brings experience 
to men’s volleyball team

In April of 1989 BY U’s Athletic Di- 
rector Glenn Tuckett announced that 
the Cougar men’s volleyball program 
was to step up from extramural status 
to NCAA sanctioned. 

It was a long time coming. The 
team had established itself not only as 
the premier collegiate club team with 
three collegiate club championships, 
but also as a top collegiate power de- 
feating UCLA, Pepperdine, USC, 
Stanford and other powerhouses that 
made up the top-ten teams in the na- 
tion. 

When the decision to sanction the 
team was made, Tuckett did not have 
to search very far to recruit one of the 
nation’s top volleyball coaches, be- 
cause Carl McGown, a physical educa- 
tion professor, was employed by 
BYU. 

“Carl is one of the great coaches in 
the. world,” said Bill Neville, head 
coach of the USA’s men’s volleyball 
team from September 1988 to Octo- 
ber of 1990. “Most of what I learned 
about coaching I learned from Carl,” 
Neville said. 

McGown began coaching in 1964 at 
the Church College of Hawaii, which 
is now BYU-Hawaii. In 1968 he led 
his team to the national champi- 
onships, taking second to San Diego 
State University. 

In 1970 McGown became an assis- 
tant on the men’s national team, re- 
placing one of his former coaches, 
John Lowell. “Lowell retired from 
coaching on the national team and so 
he recommended me as his replace- 
ment,” McGown said. “Lowell got me 
involved in coaching on the interna- 
tional level and has had a lasting im- 
pact on my life.” 

In 1973 he became the head coach 
on the national team and remained 
through 1976. “When I stepped down 
from head coach I was kept on as a 
technical advisor/assistant coach,” 
McGown said. As a coach, McGown

has seen it all. 

“The national team has sent me all 
over the world to scout and coach,” he 
said. 

He has coached in five world games, 
two Olympic Games (both times win- 
ning the gold medal) and one Pan 
American game. 

In October he traveled to the world 
games in Brazil as a national team 
assistant coach. 

As a player he has won 10 straight 
all-Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints volleyball championships 
and played on 10 United States Vol- 
leyball Association championship 
teams. He has also earned the honor 
of being named a collegiate and 
United States Volleyball Association 
All-American in 1964. 

His most prized accomplishment he 
said jokingly, was finishing second in 
a four-man tournament against play- 
ers on his Cougar team. 

“He’s a good player and a great 
coach,” said Cougar , outside-hitter 
Scott Waddell. Before'transferring to 
BYU, Waddell played at UCLA for 
Al Scates, the winningest coach in 
men’s volleyball. 

“Carl is much more personable and 
approachable and knows as much vol- 
leyball as anyone,” Waddell said. “He 
takes the time to work with you and 
teach the fundamentals you need to 
work on, something other coaches 
don’t do.” 

Waddell said since coming to BYU 
in 1989 he has seen a lot of improve- 
ment in his own play, “I attribute that 
to McGown’s coaching,” he said. 

McGown said he would like to add 
an NCAA National Championship to 
his list of accomplishments. “BYU 
has won only two NCAA champi- 
onships, I think it would be wonderful 
for the school for us to win one in 
volleyball,” he said. “It will be diffi- 
cult, but all things are possible.” 

As for this years chances of a na- 
tional title, MeGown said, “If we can 
pass at the level we need, we can be 
one of the top six teams in the nation.”

Program helps 
poor families 
save energy

A number of Utahns will spend a 
warm winter this year because the 
Department of Energy and Conser- 
vation has weatherized more than 100 
homes since September, said the de- 
partment’s energy rehabilitation co- 
ordinator in Provo. 

The Energy Conservation Pro- 
gram, also known as the Weatheriza- 
tion Assistance Program for low-in- 
come families and the elderly, helps 
people conserve heat at home and 
save money, said David A. Wilson. 

Wilson said 35 homes were weath- 
erized in September, 36 in October 
and about 40 in November. 


» He‘added that a number of families 


are still waiting to have their homes 
weatherized, mainly because they ap- 
plied late. 

“They will be on the waiting list for 
three months, and their homes will be 
weatherized in February of 1991,” he 
said. 

“The most busy time for weather- 
ization is in the winter, when places 
are cold. But assistance (is available) 
all year round,” he said. 

Wilson said an applicant’s qualifica- 
tion for assistance depends on the size 
and yearly income of the family. 

An individual who makes below 
$7,850 annually will qualify, he said. 

He said when a client qualifies for 
assistance, a blow home test is made 
to determine where heat escapes 
from the home. 

Windows, doors, walls and the 
floors are all tested for heat escape, 
he said. 

He said after holes have been 
found, contractors are sent to weath- 
erstrip the doors and windows using 
strips of metal, wood or rubber. 

The Weatherization Program has 
been going on throughout the nation 
for 15 years, and an average of 35 
homes are done in Utah County each 
month, Wilson said.

Gov. Norm Bangerter announced 
that three new venture capital funds 
are operating in Utah, bringing the 
total number of capital funds operat- 
ing in Utah to four. 

Bangerter announced that the ven- 
ture capital groups — White Hall 
Technology Fund, Batterson, John- 
son and Wang and Columbine — have 
all recently been created, located in or 
have committed funds to Utah. 

Until now the only venture capital 
fund in Utah was Utah Ventures, said 
Noell Dall, project administrator for 
the Wayne Brown Institute. 

The Wayne Brown Institute helps 
find venture firms willing to invest in 
start-up businesses with high growth 
potential, Dall said. 

Corporations put money into a fund 
to form a venture capital firm. The 
firm invests the money in a new busi- 
hess and helps start up and run the 
new company. 

The venture capital firm, then, 
owns part of the business and sells its 
part when the business’ growth starts 
leveling off, Dall said. 

“The problem in Utah is business 
owners don’t want to sell (part owner- 
ship), so a lot of them end up losing it 
anyway because of lack of capital,” 
Dall said.

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Dinosaurs killed by asteroid?

SAN FRANCISCO — Why did 
dinosaurs disappear? Scientists 
wrote 2,000 studies blaming as- 
teroids, volcanoes, slow climate 
change or even constipation. Re- 
searchers said Tuesday they think 
they found the smoking gun — a 110- 
mile-wide impact crater in Mexico. 

But don’t bet the 12-year-long de- 
bate is over. 

Earlier evidence suggests other as- 
teroids or comets struck Earth near 
Manson, Iowa, and in the Caribbean 
off Colombia or Cuba when the di- 
nosaurs went extinct 65 million years 
ago. 

Some scientists say certain basalt 
rock deposits around the world sug- 
gest another object also smacked into 
the planet to help trigger mass extine- 
tion. 

“We think we have found the smok- 
ing gun, but there may be other guns 
and maybe a firing squad,” said Bill 
Boynton, of the University of Arizona 
at Tucson. 

The latest theory came during the 
American Geophysical Union’s fall 
meeting. The convention of 4,400 
Earth scientists leans heavily toward 
the theory that killer asteroids sent 
dinosaurs to oblivion. 

The idea is that an incoming 6-mile- 


wide asteroid or comet smacked into 
the Earth with the force of 70 million 
one-megaton bombs, kicking debris 
into the atmosphere and causing radi- 
cal environmental damage that wiped 
out the dinosaurs and up to 75 percent 
of all living species. 

Some researchers think the im- 
pacts blocked out sunlight, wiping out 
food supplies. Others theorized, 
somewhat in jest, that changes in 
vegetation upset the dinosaurs’ diet, 
leaving them fatally constipated. 

Other possible deadly effects of as- 
teroids hitting Earth include acid 
rain, giant tidal waves, dark freezing 
weather, global warming by the 
greenhouse effect and worldwide 
forest fires, said geologist Walter Al- 
varez of the University of California 
at Berkeley, who helped start the de- 
bate in 1978. 

Jay Melosh of the University of Ar- 
izona said worldwide soot deposits 
support the fire theory. He believes a 
single asteroid plowed into the Earth 


and sent molten rock droplets sky-

ward, where they heated the atmo- 
sphere and caused 700-degree surface 
temperatures. 

“It’s enough heat to ignite vegeta- 
tion,” Melosh said. “Unprotected ani- 
mals would have been broiled in their 
tracks.” 

Alvarez found deposits of 65-mil- 
lion-year-old iridium metal in rocks 
around the world. Iridium is rare on 
Earth but less rare in asteroids and 
comets. The killer-asteroid theory 
was born because an impact would 
have spread iridium dust around the 
globe.

Some crank phone calls 
can be serious, police say

Although 95 percent of annoying 
phone calls are just prank calls, some 
should be taken seriously, said Karen 
Morales, a Provo crime prevention of- 
ficer. 

“Recurring and threatening phone 
calls, in which the caller knows a lot 
about you, should be taken serious 
and reported to the police,” Morales 
said. 

Morales said police will place a 
tracer on the telephone line of people 
filing a serious complaint. They also 
encourage those people to keep a log 
on when they received the calls and 
what was said. 

“Because all we can do to catch the 
caller is put a tracer on your line, it is 
critical that you write down when you 


received the calls,” she said. 

Morales said people should be care- 
ful about the information they give 
out over the phone in order to prevent 
a prank caller from knowing anything 
about them. 

“If someone calls and asks you, 
‘Who’s this?’ you should ask who they 


are before giving out any informa-’ 


tion,” she said. 

The way you react when receiving 
an annoying phone call is important to 
prevent further calls, said Orem Po- 
lice Detective Gerald Nielsen. : 

“As soon as you realize it is not a 
legitimate phone call, you should 
hang up,” he said. 

Morales said the caller wants to 
hear a shocked reaction. 

“When you receive a prank call you 
should quietly hang up,” Morales 
said. 


Members of EPA panel 
fail to disclose grant

ARLINGTON, Va. — The tobacco 
industry has given substantial re- 
search grants to the employers of 
three members of an EPA panel that 
met Tuesday to decide whether air- 
borne cigarette smoke causes lung 
cancer in nonsmokers. 

The panel members did not men- 
tion the grants when they were 
asked, at the opening of the meeting, 
to voluntarily disclose anything that 
might be seen as a conflict of interest. 

The EPA panel is meeting for two 
days at an Arlington hotel to consider 
two draft EPA reports, one of which 
concludes that cigarette smoke 
should be designated a class A car- 
cinegen. 

Meanwhile, Rep. Chet Atkins, D- 
Mass., and ten other members of Con- 
gress wrote a letter to EPA Adminis- 


trator William Reilly asking that he 
“require the Science Advisory Board 
members to sever their ties to the 
tobacco industry.” 

They said an EPA rule “prohibits 
officials from participating in deci- 
sions that ‘directly and predictably af- 
fect the financial interest’ of an indus- 
try in which they have an 
employment or financial stake.” 

David Ryan, an EPA spokesman, 
said the agency had no immediate re- 
sponse to the letter. 

Robert Flaak, the EPA official con- 
ducting the panel meeting, said he 
was .not concerned that the panel 
members had failed to disclose the 
tobacco grants to their institutions. 

“The fact that they left something 
out is not malicious,” he said. “The 
disclosure process is a voluntary one. 
I don’t think they should be pilloried 
for one or two grants they ... left out.”
